Among other things it deals with the 
rights of captains to assault sailors 
[ and the methods in which the attacks 
I are to bu legally met.

The sillier was advised to bear calmly 
any verbal abuse that an irate skipper 
may burl at him, but if words passed 
to blows lie was to run away into the 
bows and firmly take his stand beside 
tile anchor chain.

Every Year 
Valuable 
Records 
of 
Communities all Over the Coun­ 
try are Consumed by Fire 


IS EVERY PRECAUTION TAKEN 


Special Care Should be Taken as to 
Storage Vaults and Safes Where 
Records are Kept 
State Fire Marshal C. E. Keller, is 
sending notices to all county and 
town officials calling their attention 
to the dire need 
of Are 
resistive 
equipment, and the need of special 
care as to their storage vaults and 
safes for the public records. 
Our readers may think that it is 
incredible that communities in Amer­ 
ica show a lack of care in regard to 
the safety of their records. 
This in­ 
stance, unusual as it may seem, is 
true. 
Reports gathered in the office of the 
state fire marshal reveals the fact 
that the losses of county, town and 
village records are of frequent occur­ 
rence. 
Lack of care and proper fire­ 
proof equipment made easy the de­ 
struction when the demon fire a t­ 
tacked them. 
It is of the highest importance that 
wills, deeds, vital statistics and simi­ 
lar invaluable documents and records 
should be placed where, in event of 
fire, however fierce they will be safe. 
No town or village however small 
can afford to lose its records. Think 
of the inconvenience and hardship it 
brings upon the business man, the 
working man, and the widow and or­ 
phan. 
In an interview with State Fire 
Marshal Keller he said: 
“The 
re­ 
ports which come to this office from 
all over the country show losses of 
valuable records in the United States 
that are sad and deplorable. 
Valu­ 
able records and manuscripts that 
can never be replaced have gone up 
in smoke. 
“Older communities of the eastern 
and middle state® are more culpable 
in this respect than those in tho 
western states. 
“ Waterford has not been profited 
by her severe lesson. 
Let us not 
have this kind of a loss in Minnesota. 
“After a careful inspection of pub­ 
lic buildings by our deputies, we have 
found that towns in our own state 
should be on tiheir guard and provide 
absolute safety for their records. 
“ If a fire was to start in some of 
these 
buildings 
valuable 
records 
would be quickly destroyed and the 
loss would be felt for a long time. 
“ Every court house, and building 
used to store public records should 
be equipped with fire proof vaults 
with metal ft-tings and containers 
th roil/lout.i 
Books 
and 
records 
should be properly bound. 
The use 
of wood or any combustible material 
in any room where public records are 
kept should be strictly prohibited.” 
“ It should be the duty of the offi­ 
cials who are responsible to the coun­ 
ty or town for the safe keeping of 
public records to agitate the question 
of safety without ceasing until fire­ 
proof equipment has been provided. 
“ Then rules should be laid dow'n 
as to the storage each night of the 
records and every care possible be 
made to see that they are safe.” 


Minnesota Road Patrol System 
Minnesota’s desiiiiai.ou ct i.,000 
miles of arterial roads as the state 
road system has already done much 
to advance the land values and place 
the North Star state among the first 
rank as regards road improvement. 
In 1914 Minnesota will spend $2,- 
500,000 for roads and bridges, and 
will inaugurate a system of road pa­ 
trols for the maintenance 
of 
the 
state roads. 
Nearly 1500 patrolmen 
will be assigned to five and eight- 
mile sections of the state highways, 
and will be held responsible at all 
times for the condition of the roads. 
'I‘ne plan was originated' and adopted 
at the request of State Highway En­ 
gineer G. W. Cooley. 
Twenty per 
cent of tihe one mill state road tax 
and a similar amount of the county 
appropriations for road work must 
be used for maintenance under the 
law passed a year ago. 
This makes 
available $500,000 for the new patrol 
system.— Scientific American.

Shrunk In Size Overnight. 
In "T he E veryday 
Life of A b ra­

Admiral P orter about the president’s 
short visit to th e front in the latter 
part of March. 18*15. 
Mr. Lincoln had 
th a n g e d bis q u arters from tin* River 
Queen to the Malvern. A dmiral P o r­ 
te r’s flagship, which w as then lying in 
the Jam e s river, near City Point. 
Ad 
m iral P orter says: 
T h e M alvern w as a sm all vessel w ith 
very -poor cabin accom m odations and 
w as not a t all fitted to receive high 
personages. 
She w as a captured block 
ade runner. 
I offered the president my 
bed. but he positively declined it and 
chose to sleep in a sm all stateroom 
outside th e cabiu th a t m y secretary 
occupied. 
It w as only 0 feet long by 
4V„* feet wide, a very tiny place to hold 
th e president of th e U nited S tates, but 
Mr. Lincoln seem ed pleased w ith it. 
W hen be cam e to break fast the n ext 
m orning I asked bow he bad slept. 
“I slept well,” he answ ered, “ b u t you 
can't p u t a long sw ord Iii a short 
scabbard. 
I 
w as too long for that 
berth.” T hen I rem em bered th at he 
w a s over six feet four inches an d *iaI1' 
th a t th e berth w as only six f,*©t! T hat 
day w hile w e w ere aw ay from th e , 
ship all th e carpenters w ere p u t to I 
work. T hey took dow n the stateroom 
partitions and enlarged th e room to 
eight feet by six and a half feet.

m attress four feet wide w as p u t in 
the new berth.

o bject o f historic Interest In so pro­ 
saic a p lace as a New E ngland mill 
an object older th an th e oldest title of 
the E nglish peerage, an object m ade 
before 
th e 
English 
p arliam en t 
w as 
formed. 
Yet such an object is in daily 
use in a factory a t Saylesville, It. I. It 
Is a bell, whose history is a m ost in ­ 
teresting one. 
A round the bell, about 
four inches from the crown, is this su ­ 
perscription: “ P eter Serest A m sterdam . 
Anno 1203, m e f e c i t” 
T h e date, together with oth er well 
a u th en tic ate d facts, lends to th e belief 
th a t th e bell w as long used in a con­ 
vent belfry in E ngland and w as taken 
therefro m for public use during th e 
reform ation. 
B u t the connecting link 
betw een its life in the old w orld and 
Its a d v en t to America is the fam ous 
naval 
b attle betw een the G uerriere 
and th e C onstitution. 
T h e G uerriere, a helpless w reck, w as 
rolling in th e trough of the sea, w hile 
her brav e but defeated com m ander, 
C aptain D acres of the royal navy. on 
th e deck o f th e American frigate, the 
C onstitution, w as offering his sw ord to 
gallant C aptain Hull. 
T h e tw o officers had been friends in 
tim e o f peace, having often exchanged 
hospitalities 
a t 
th e 
M editerranean 
ports, an d now H ull’s m ag nanim ity 
shone out. 
“ PU not take your sword, D acres," 
said he. 
“ K eep it.” 
In th e m eanw hile th e boats of th e 
C onstitution w ere busily engaged In 
tran sp o rtin g th e crew of the defeated 
ship to th e deck of the victor. 
A m id ­ 
shipm an reported to the first lieuten­ 
a n t th a t th e ship’s bell had been c a r­ 
ried a w ay by a grapeshot from th e 
G uerriere an d th a t there w as no w ay 
of ann ouncing th e tim e to th e ship’s 
company. 
A t th n t m om ent the G uerriere gave a 
succession o f heavy plunges, an d th e 
clear tones o f a tine bell ra n g over the 
w'ater.

out the hour on board "Old Ironsides." 
W ith th e lapse of tim e th e bell, am id 
the confusion and debris com m on to a 
great navy yard, becam e misplaced, 
lost its identity an d w as th ru st c are­ 
lessly to one side. 
It found its w ay to 
the scrai> heap, w as a fte rw a rd sold by 
the U nited States and finally cam e to 
rest in its present q uarters.—Boston 
I Post.

WEIGHT OF A BODY. 


H o w It Decreases as It Goes Above or 
Below the E arth 's Surface. 
Everybody weighs more a t the sur­ 
fa c e o f the earth than it can at any 
other point 
Its weight diminishes as 
it is removed alw) vc the surface or be­ 
low it. 
As it rises from the surface 
Its weight decreases in inverse ratio to 
th e si]nares of the distances from the 
ren ter o f the earth. 
As it descends 
below the surface its weight decreases 
directly as the distance from the cen­ 
ter of the earth. 
T h u s a body weighing IOO pounds at 
the surface of the earth, which is ap­ 
proxim ately 4.000 miles from tin* cen 
tor. 
would 
weigh 
only 
tw enty-five 
pounds at a point 4,000 miles high. 
At 
tw ice the distance it has one-quarter 
til • IPI ight. 
If we drop the sam e body half the 
distance to the center of th e earth or 
to a point approximately 2,000 miles 
below the surface it will weigh tifty 
pounds 
Tile reason for this is that ut 2.000 
miles from the center the body is on 
the su rface of a sphere of 2,000 miles' 
radius. 
W hat causes weight is the mass of 
m atter combined with distance from 
th e center. 
A globe of 2,000 miles 
radius contains one-eighth 
as much 
m atter as a globe of 4,000 miles’ r a ­ 
dius. the size of the earth; therefore 
only one-eighth as much m atter a t ­ 
tracts tile body, which, lf mass were 
the only factor, would at 2.000 miles 
from the center weigh one-eighth as 
m uch as at the surface of the earth. 
B u t it is also only half as far from 
th e center as it was ut tile surface and, 
lf distance were the only factor, would 
weigh four times as much us on the 
surface. 
Four times one-eighth is one- 
b a lf; therefore it weighs half what it 
would at th e surface. 
Now. suppose we drop ttiis body to 
the very cen ter of th e earth and see 
w hat it would weigh. 
All the matter 
o f th e earth is now outside It and can 
•exercise no attraction w hatever upon 
It: therefore it weighs nothing at all.— 
New York World.

T h e Jap anese year book shows that 
there are tw enty-six skilled and sem i­ 
skilled professions paying Individuals 
from 51 cents a day down to 4V6 cents 
a day.

Representative Thom as L. Reilly of 
Connecticut in offering to congress a 
bill to create a commission to consider 
the question of pensions for aged gov­

general old 
age 
pension 
plan.
